The bill naturally is a long one, because 


| it goes into some new fields and it is neces- 


sary to make many careful €enaltions of the 


| meaning of the 


congress. 

Practically speaking. the judiciary com- 
mittee bill may be considered as an admin- 
istration measure, because it contains in a 
weneral way the principal suggestions thus 
far made by the president and the attorney 
general. Stripped of all its legal technicali- 
ties, the official anti-trust measure may 
readily be summarized. 

It provides first of all that corporations 
engaged in interstate commerce shal! pre- 
pare full returns of genera) transactions in 
the way of stock issues, capitalization, and 
similar items. These returns are to be re- 
ceived and summarized for the public by the 
interstate commission. The remedy especial- 
ly asked for by the attorney general is pro 
vided, se that common carriers and shippers 
wilt alike be punished for giving or receiving 
improper rebates. 

The new bill also follows the attorney 
general by providing that all articles man- 
ufactured with a view of stifling competition 
or creating a monopoly shall not participate 
in interstate commerce. There is a special | 


to prevent evasions in the matter 


ot testiniony. The United “States 
Circuit courts. are authorized to expedite 
all suits and proceedings brought under this 
as well as the ortginal anti-trust law. 

Finally, it is provided that any person who 
is injured by a trust or illegal combination 
may become arr interested party to a suit 
against the trusts. The bill, as a while, is 
approved by the attorney general, although 
he did not write it, and in some cases the 
phraseology does not quite meet his views. 
In general terms, also, the president believes 
this measure comes about as near embodying 
his idea as any bill could be expected to do 
before it is subject to amendment and debate. 

It has already been decided by the com- 
mittee of rules to fix an early day for a vote 
and the great debate on the trust question 
in the house will begin next week. There 
is no doubt of the passage through the house 


of the anti-trust bill substantially as it will | 


be reported from the judiciary committee 
tomorrow. 

It is believed the measure as outlined can 
fairly be classed as a conservative one and 
to this extent it has some show of getting 
through the senate so far as its merits are 


concerned, although present conditions in 


the upper house of congress are far from 
being favorable to the passage of any leg- 
islation which is opposed by a considerable 
element in the senate. 

When the judiciary bill comes before the 
house on its final passage it will, in all prob- 
ability, be voted for by the democrats, al- 
though they will previously attempt in vain 
to secure the adoption of a substitute of 
their own which is extremely radical. This 
substitute is being prepared entirely for 
partisan purposes. 

‘The democratic leaders wish to make it 
appear that the republicans are insincere 
and will not vote for stringent regulations 
of the trusts. These democratic leaders 
know as well as any one ‘else that owing to 
the short time left to the present congress, 
if for no other reason, it would be impossi- 
ble to pass a radical anti-trust law through 
the senate. The republican managers are 
quite content. with the judiciary bill as it 
now stands. They know it has the genera! 
approval of the president and the people 
fully understand his attitude on this sub- 


‘When the judiciary committee bill gets 
over to the senate, aside from all questions 
of consideration bfought about by Mr. 
Quay’s desperate fight on the statehood bill, 
there is likely to be something of a clash 
between different committees regarding the 
reference of the anti-trust measure. 

As a whole, it seems to belong to the ju- 
diciary committee, at the head of which is 
Senator Hoar, who has a trust bil of his 
own which he will undoubtedly attempt to 
substitute for the one passed by the house. 
The provisions in the house bill referring 
to rebates are clearly within the jurisdic- 
tion of the interstate commerce commit- 
tee, as is also the section prohibiting the 
trust made articles the rights of interstate 
commerce. 

The chairman of this committee is Sen- 
ator Elkins of West Virgig.a. His state has 
been a nesting place for trusts and corpora- 
tions of all Kinds, and Mr. Elkins is gen- 
erally credited with being a persistent op- 
penent of all trust legislation. He has also 
introduced a trust bill of his own, the princi- 
pal fact of which seems to be to destroy some 

of the good features of the interstate com- 
abe law now on the books in that there 
is a Uttle joker which abolishes all imprison- 
ment for violations of the Cullom law, no 
matter how gross and premeditated they 
may be. 

Between Senator Hoar's trust bill and Sen- 
ator Elkins’ trust bill the house measure will 
have a hard time of it. There is great satis- 
faction atiiong the republican leaders, how- 
ever, that the judiciary committee of the 
house should have agreed upon an anti- 
trust bill which is so manifestly sincere in

NEEDED STRIP IS CEDED. 


United States Given Complete 


and Perpetual Control Over 
Land—Ratification Is 
Practically Sure. | 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 22.—[ Special. }—At 
the last moment and on the eve of an o- 
cial declaration that negotiations were off, 
‘the government of the United States of Co- 
lumbia met the views of this government and 
today a treaty was signed which gives to this 
country perpetual control of the Panama 
canal strip across the isthmus. 

This determines the location of the inter- 
Oceanic canal at that point on the lathmus 
and disposes of the Nicaragua canal, at 
least until the Panama canal has been given 
a fair chance. The treaty will be sent to the 
senate at once, and pending that action un- 
usual reticencé is maintained. 

It is believed the terms of the treaty wil! 
be satisfactory to the senate and that it 
will be ratified without difficulty, so that 
the preliminary work on the canal may be 
begun next summer. |

This was done immediately and Colombia 
‘accepted the compromise with alacrity. The 
result was that the important treaty was 
signed today at the residence of Secretary 
Hay, who affixed his signature, as did Dr. 
Herran, the representative of the United 
States of Colombia. Secretary Hay caught a 
severe cold in New York over Sunday and 
was advised to remain at home to avoid ex- 
posure, so the treaty had to be brought to 
him at his house instead of being signed at 
the state department. 


Colombia Afraid to Lose Chance. 

Colombia was undoubtedly frightened into 
a signature by the fear that the United States 
would immediately turn toward Nicaragua. 
In fact, it is understood that the ultimatum 
perviously sent by the president declared 
that unless a treaty was signed with Colom- 
bia by Saturday he would notify the senate 
the following Monday and imnfediately: send 
in the treaty with Nicaragua. 


Dr. Herran Induced to Sign. 

William Nelson Cromwell, the attorney for 
the Panama company, paid repeated visits to 
the state department on Monday, Tuesday, 
and Wednesday, and finally, yesterday, he 
succeeded in inducing Dr. Herran to accept a 
basis of- compromise, and when this was ap- 
proved by the conference at the White house 
all the diplomatic tangles were at once 
zmoothed out, and now the United States is 

ractieally the owner of a strip of land on the 
sthmus of Panama, or at least will be as soon 


tas the treaty is actually ratified. 


The treaty signed today conveys from the 
republic of Colombia to the United States of 
America the perpetual control of a strip of 
territory from Caribbean sea to the Pacific 
ocean, six miles wide at its narrowest point. 


Full Right to Protect Canal. 

It provides that the United States shall 
not only have the right to excavate and con- 
struct a canal sufficiently large to afford 
passage for ships of the greatest tonnage 
and draft now in use, but that it may per- 
petually maintain, operate, and protect this 
canal, this last right being carefully guarded. 

The treaty also provides for the right to 
maintain and operate the Panama railroad 
during the building of the canal and as long 
thereafter as may be desired. It is specific- 
ally provided, further, that the Untted States 
shall exercise police and civil jurisdiction 
over the strip of territory, and particulerly 
over the ports at each end of the canal, soa» 
to preserve order and prevent epidemics. 


Courts May Be Established. — 

It is further stipulated that the United 
States of America shall have the right to 
establish and maintain the judicial tribunals 
necessary to preserve respect for civil and 
criminal law as well as sanitary regulations 
and all the rules necessary for the building, 
operation, and protection . the — and 
the ports at either end. 

The treaty follows chai on the ine of 
the law passed by congress last June, and 
there has been no material difference of 
opinion between the two countries regard- 
ing the provisions of the cessions. ‘Under 
this same law the presidentds authorized to 
pay to the Panama Canal company the sum 
of $40,000,000, in full of all its rights and 
privileges. The act of congress itself makes 
an appropriation to cover this purchase, and 
also to provide for the money to be paid to 
the republic of Colombia. 

Ample Scope for Action. 
It is therefore unnecessary to do anything 


more at this session of congress than to 
provide for the ratification of the treaty.

At first the Pan- 
ther came close in, but at 3 o'clock in the

warships were then firing at a range of 
four and one-half miles. At 6 o'clock they 
retired, after having made a second inef- 
fectual attempt to land marines on the vil- 
lage of San Carlos. 

“At 7 o'clock Wotnandes evening, ac- 
companied by a government telegrapher 
bearing a telegram from President Castro 
to the commandant of San Carlos, I landed 
on the island and entered the fort. The 
walls of the fort are terribly battered and 
there were many evidences of the flerce 
engagement. 


Twelve Venezuelans Dead. 

“Twelve dead Venezuelan soldiers were 
counted behind the ramparts, and fifteen 
other men, seriously wounded, were lying on 
a low platform. 

The fort is literally covered with pleces 
of broken shells. It was seen that a great 
many of the German shells had not explod- 
ed. The magazine had a narrow escape, 
two shells having come within an ace of 
penetrating it. The walis of the fort which 
face towards the entrance of the lake suf- 
fered particularly and were greatly dam- 
aged. 

“It is estimated by the commandant, Gen. 
Bello, that the German ships fired. more 
than 1,600 shells at Fort San Carlos. 

“ Although the damage inflicted upon the 
fort by the sustained fire of the German 
cruisers is great, it is not all that could be 
expected from such a continuous fire from 
modern high power gune. The village of San 
Carios suffered greatly. The aim of the 
German gunners appears to have been inac- 
curate, for more than 60 per cent of their 
shells expleded in the village before reach- 
ing the fort. 

The eannon mounted at San Carlos have 
not sufficient range to reach the Falke and 
the Vineta, so the fire from tifese vessels 
was not returned, as they kept out of reach 
of the Venezuelan artillery. The Vineta and 
Falke ate of too great draft to cross the bar. 
The Panther alone can do this, and thia 
fact explains why the last mentioned cruiser 
was the only one to come in close to the 
fort. | 


Five Guns Are Left. 
Some of the artillery on the fort has been

los in face of the negotiations that are now 
under way for a peaceable solution of the 
dispute with the allies.

Sefior Torres Cardenas, President Castro's 
secretary, said today: 

“I cannot imagine -what the Germans de- 
sire. We have accepted in principle all 
their conditions and have sent a plenipo- 
tentiary, who is not a nobody, to treat with 
them. Nevertheless, knowing this, they act 
in this outrageous way. Believe me, at 
bottom there is something else.“ 

The bombardment of the fort, which was 
recommenced yesterday morning dy the 
German cruisers Gazelle and Vineta and 
, the gunboat Panther, continued with scarce- 
iy any intermission until night set in and 
tit was impossible for the gunners afloat or 


“| gghore to locate their adversaries. For this 


| reason and also owing to the dangers of 

navigation the warships hauled off when 
it became dark and stood well off shore dur- 
ing the night. As soon as it was light enough 
this morning to see the warships resumed 
their positions and reopened fire. 


Fort Is Still Fighting. 
The reports that the fort was demolished in 
yesterday's engagement is wholly false. This 


was evidenced by the fact that as soon asthe 


‘warships opened fire this morning the garri- 


son ashore replied vigorously. - 
At 2 o'clock this afternoon the bombard- 
ment was proceeding as furiously as ever, 


and the fort was responding valiantly.” 
It may appear strange to Americans that 
the fort is able to withstand the terrible 


pounding to which it apparently has been 
subjected, but this is accounted for by the 
‘fact that the Gazelle and Vineta draw too 
much water to cross the bar at the entrance 
of the lake. They are, thefefore, not able to 
get within the most effective range of their 
guns. They are compelled to deliver their 
firé at a distance of five miles, with conse- 
quent deterioration in their marksmanship. 
Many of their shells have missed the fort en- 
tirely and have landed in the village adjacent 
to the fort. 

The gunboat Panther, which is of much 
shallower draft than the cruisers, was able 
to get over the bar. It entered the lake and

The belief prevails that the step 
taken by the German commander will seri- 
ously delay the settlement of the questions 
in dispute. There are many indications that 
the blockade will not be ratsed for the pres- 
ent and that the negotiations at Washing- 
ton will proceed with perhaps a modified 
form of blockade or some similar arrange- 
ment as the preliminary basis. 

Germany and the Rebels. 

Sefior Schotborgh, the Venezuelan repre- 
sentative in London, declared today that Mr. 
Bowen has documentary evidence which is 
likely to cause consternation at Berlin. The 
consul says he is waiting for permission from 
Caracas to publish information which “ will 
show without the possibility of contradiction 
that the German government is deep in com- 
plicity with the insurgent, Gen. Matos, for 
the overthrow of the Venezuelan govern- 
ment. This had not been accomplished, how- 
ever. Matos had given a written guarantee 
that the customs should be handed over to 
Germany. This was not intended for the 
purpose of paying off Venezuela's debt to 
Germany, but in order to expedite and aid 
the affairs of the Diskometo Gesselschaft. 

It is a fact that the rebombardment of Fort 
San Carlos, Maracaibo, by three German 
warships has been made a matter of diplo- 
matic concern, and formed the subject of 
American representations to the foreign of- 
fice this afternoon. | 

The British admiral, Douglas, who ts in 
command in Venezuelan waters, has definite

BERLIN STILL WITHOUT NEWS. 


German Foreign Office Does Not Under- 
stand the Attack on the Fort at 
„San Carlos. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

BERLIN, Jan. 22.—Up to 6 o’clock tonight 
no official account of even the first bom- 
bardment of Fort San Carlos had reached 
the foreign office. It follows that nothing 
has been heard of yesterday’s affair. The 
explanation given is that the government's 
dispatches come by way of Curacao. Never- 
theless the delay is hard to understand. Up 
to the same hour tonight no representation, 
much less protest, had reached the govern- 
ment from the United States in regard to 
either the first or second bombardment. 

Commenting on the present situation in 
Venezuela, the Kreuz Zeitung, the anti- 
foreign organ of the conservatives, says 
England would naturally witness with joy 
a war between America and Germany, as it 
would injure her two chief rivals. 

The German newspapers express amaze- 
ment at the fact that the government had 
not arranged for prompt information, par- 
ticularly in view of the nervousness of pub- 
lic opinion in the United States.“ 

Gen. Boguslawsky, retired, the well known 
writer on military matters, discussing the 
press telegrams, says: | 

“The commander of the Panther in the 
first incident was merely making the block- 
ade effective on his station by seeking to pre- 
vent the carriage of coffee through Colom- 
bia. The second bombardment was prob- 
ably intended to chastise the insolence of 
the Venezuelans and their exultation over 
the first affair.“ 


Fear American Sentiment. 

At the foreign office it is admitted that the 
incident is likely to renew anti-German 
agitation in the United States and say they 
recognize the disadvantage Germany is 
placed in through the impossibility of get- 
ting prompt reports from Venezuela. 

Commenting on the bombardment of San 
Carlos the Lokal Anzeiger expressed the hope 
that the German intentions, which are in- 
dicated by the bombardment, will be car-* 
ried out. The paper remarks that the fact 
that the Panther was able to renew the at- 
tack on the fort proves that the previous 
Venezuelan reports that its first attack had 
been repulsed and that it had retired par- 
tially disabled were exaggerations. Refer- 
ring to the report that the Washington gov- 
ernment has protested against the bombard- 
ment, the paper says such a protest would 
be difficult to make, inasmuch as the Amer- 
ican government had been fully informed 
previously of the measures that were con- 
templated by the allies. 


Lesson for Venezuela. 

The Tageblatt expresses the opinion that 
it is possible the German commander con- 
sidered it necessary to teach the Venezue- 
lans a lesson, especially as the latter have 
been. intoxicated with joy over their pre- 
sumed victory over the Panther. 

The Vossische Zeitung thinks the second 
bombardment was absolutely necessary in 
order to prevent the importing and export- 
ing of goods and munitions of war at Villa- 
misar from Colombia to Venezuela and vice 
versa. 

The other newspapers do not comment on 
the affair. They seem to be disposed to wait 
for an official statement before expressing 
any opinions. There is no excitement over 
the affair in Berlin. 

The German government has received a 
communication from its chargé d'affaires 
at Washington saying that Minister Bowen 
has seen the representatives of the allles 
separately.

FORT SAID TO BE DESTROYED. 


Paris Dispatch Explains Why Venez-

PARIS, Jan. BB. 3 a. m—From Caracas 
the correspondent of the Matin says, in a 
dispatch upon the bombardment of Fort San 
Carlos, that the fort has been totally de- 
stroyed and that the limited range of the 
fort’s guns prevented them from being ef- 
fective against the German cruisers. The 
Panther has entered Lake Maracaibo, ac- 
cording to the Matin, but the other vessels 
were prevemted from following by their great- 
er draft.

KAISER’S MOTIVE 
_ UNDER SUSPICION 


Germany's Aggressive Tactics 
in Venezuela Badly Re- 
ceived in Washington. 


~ 


T00 MUCH LIKE REALWAR 


Officials Intimate That Original 
Plans Have Not Been 
| Adhered To. 


Washington. D. C., Jan. 22.—[Special.}—As 
a direct result of the renewal of the bom- 
bardment of the San Carlos forts by the 
German naval force, there has been a sig-. 
nificant increase of the anti-German senti- 
ment not only at the capitol, where it was 
general, but also around the state depart- 
ment itself. 

Navy men, since Dewey's experience in 
Manila bay, have always been suspicious of 
Germany, but this view was not then shared. 
by the state department. Now, however, 
the suspicions of the kaiser’s motives have 
been openly expressed in unexpected quar- 
ters. In the offensive operations by the 
German naval force against San Carlos 
government officiais see a purpose on the 
part of the imperial authorities to go be- 
yond the limits of the mid measures of 
coercion to which, without solicitation from 
the United States, Germany promised Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to adhere. 


Like Actual War. 

Public men cannot understand if Ger- 
many’s only purpose was to adopt only such 
measures as would compel Venegcuela to 
pay her obligations to German subjects, 
why it was necessary to bombard a fort, an 
act that has no bearing on the debt col- 
lecting campaign, but was an act of ag- 
gression that indicates an intention to wage 
actual war. 

Much of the dissatisfaction arises from 
the understanding that a state of war does 
not actually exist between Venezuela and 
the allies. Thjs point has never been made 
clear officially. This government declined 
to recognize the proposed peace blockade 
and the allies were forced to acquiesce in 
the contentions that no such thing could 
exist unless war prevailed. They thereupon 
declared a blockade of Venezuelan ports 
without using the word peace or pa- 
elfic” in the declaration, and the failure of 
the state department to make any repre- 
sentations on this subject is regarded as 
tantamount to a recognition of the right of 
the allies to maintain their embargo. Due 
notice was served on the United States and 
American shipping was warned. 


No Neutrality Proclamation. 

It is significant that no neutrality procie- 
mation has been issued bythe president. The 
éxplanation is that if the United States were 
to declare neutrality that action might be 
regarded by the allies as virtual permission 
from this government to wage war, which 
would carry with ft the right to land troops 
and conduct a bloody campaign in Vene- 
zuelan territory. The government wishes to 
avoid giving the powers any excuse for un- 
dertaking more radical measures and prefers 
the present uncertain status of the relations 
between them and Venezuela to the situation 
that would exist if all doubts were removed 
as to the rights of the allles by a formal 
Geclaration that actual war is on. 


| Officials Are Reticent. 

There is a singular reticence on the part 
of the state department officials, suddenly | 
developed in connection with the Venezuelan 
situation and especially with teference to the 
German bombardments, which may be sig- 
nificant of the gravity with whichthey view 
_the situation. There is no longer any talk 
of exerting friendly influences to prevent 
these bombardments, but it is difficult for 
the department to answer congressional call- 
ers who are asking for a reasonable explana- 
tion. 

An annoying feature of the situation is the 
probability that there may be a serious in- 
terference with Minister Bowen's mission, 
in which the United States, though not offi- 
cially concerned, is deeply interested. There 
were rumors afloat to the effect that the 
state department had taken steps to point 
out to the foreign offices at London, Berlin, 
and Rome its views on this subject, but this 
could not be confirmed, and today it was 
stated that at present the attitude of the 
United States must be one of patient waiting. 


| Minister Bowen Is Busy. 

About noon Mr. Bowen appeared at the 
State department and had a short talk 
with Dr. Hi) and with Third Assistant Sec- 
retary Pierce. He is making a number of 
semi-official calls on the foreign embassies 
and legations other than the allies, and it 
is believed this is in pursuance of his gen- 
eral duty of adjusting any proper claim 
they may have against Venezuela. 

It is the understanding that none of the 
countries which refrained from joining in 
the blockade will be permitted to suffer by 
Venezuela in consequence of its forbearance, 
but that its citizens who have suffered as 
a result of the Venezuelan revolutionary 
movements and other causes will, When it 
comes to a settlement of its claims, be placed 
upon an equality with claimants from Eng- 
land, Germany, and Italy. 

All this means that when it comes to a 
financial settlement, no one nation will have 
an advantage over any other, but the Vene- 
zuelan indemnity will be apportioned out 
much as the Chinese indemnity fund, on an 
exact basis of damage sustained and with- 
out regard to nationality. Under this reck- 
oning the few United States claimants will 
not be barred from collecting their claims. 


ITALY RESENTS GERMANY’S ACT 


Second Bombardment of Venezuelan 
Fort Produces Unfavorable Opin- 
ion at Rome. 


ROME, Jan. 22.—The second bombardment 
yesterday of Fort San Carlos by the German 
warships hes produced an unfavorable im- 
pression here, as the necessity for a re- 
course to violence is considered to have 
passed. | 
Government officials are most cautious in 
expressing opinions of the matter, In view of 
the peculiar situaton of Italy, that country 
beng allied with Germany independently of 
the Venezuelan affair. - Officials, however, 
say frankly that Italy will continue her ef- 
forts looking toward conciliation, as she has 
no resentment toward Venezuela and is seek- 
ing only to effect the payment of her claims. 

Up to a late hour this evening the foreign 
office had received no representations from 
Washington regarding the bombardment 
through either the Italian ambaesador to the 
United States, Sig. Mayor des Planches, or 
the American embassy here. The embassy 
is still without official news of the occurrence.

or GERMAN POLICY. 


Socialist Leader im the Reichstag 
Takes Advantage of the Budget De- 
bate to Comment on the Exermous 
Expenditures for the Army and 
Navy—Declares United States Will 
Soon Outstrip Europe in Military 
Armament.

BERLIN, Jan. 22.—Criticisms of the kaiser 
and of the German government were again 
the feature of today’s debate in the reichs- 
tag. Yesterday Eugene Richter, the radical 
leader, intimated that the kaiser talked too 
much. Today Herr Bebel, the sharp tongued 
‘socialist leader, accused the kaiser and the 
German government of being too sudden. 
Chancellor von Bülow, as on yesterday, put 
in the day replying to the criticisms of the 


] emperor and his policy. 


Herr Bebel took advantage of the budget 
debate to make a vigorous attack on Ger- 
many’s foreign policy. He declared the con- 
tinual deficits in the budget were due to 
the enormous expenditures for the army 
and navy and to the “ futile efforts to play 
the first role in the world,” which Germany 
was unable to do. | 

The government, he continued, was affiict- 
ed with the “ malady of suddenness, which 
defeated its own alms. He instanced the 
rearmament of the army with artillery 
which had already been the 
second rank. The United States, H Bebel 
ended, had entered into the competition for 
armaments and owing to her great resources 
and energy will soon outstrip Europe. 


War on Venezuela Unjustified. 


Herr Bebel further said the empire's ex- 
penditures for the army and navy were likely 
to grow even greater under the present con- 
ception of the foreign policy. Germany 
wanted to be first everywhere. Its attitude 
toward weaker states would never be toler- 
ated towards itself. Its action toward Hayti 
was brusque, and how, the speaker asked, 
can. the Panther’s bombardment of Fort 
San Carlos be justified? Continuing, Herr 
Bebel remarked: 

“ President Castro is struggling for life 
and the maintenance of the presidency. We 
cannot take it ill of a man under such cir- 
cumstances if he resists excessive demands. 
The coercion of Venezuela is in the interests 
of great capitalists, and the Krupp firm has 
a share in it. Such violence should be re- 
sorted to only in the most extreme cases. 


Von Buelow in Reply. 


Chancellor von Bülow, in replying to Herr 
Bebel, said: | 

“Herr Bebel has defended the singular 
behavior of the Venezuelan government 
against us with a degree of animation such 
as I have seen in no Furopean newspaper. 
President Castro doubtless will read Herr 
Bebel’s speech with the greatest delight at 
his morning coffee. Let me further remark 
that the question at issue between Venezuela 
and the powers is not merely one of claims, 
but of the defense by the powers of their 
prestige, which has been impaired through 
President Castro's action.” 

In answering Herr Bebel’s attacks upon 
Germany’s naval expenditure, the imperial 
chancellor spoke as follows: 

Herr Bebel says that naval officers, 
retired and on waiting orders, have writ- 
ten articles claiming that our fleet must 
be strong enough to annihilate the British 
navy. You can see that these articles are 
mere fancy pictures by consulting our fleet 
plan, after the completion of which our navy 
will occupy only fourth or fifth place among 
the navies of the world. We follow no ag- 
gressive plans, but purpose merely the de- 
fense of our coasts and the protection of Ger- 
man interests and citizens abroad. 

Let us keep our powder dry: let us not 
quarrel too much among ourselves, and no- 
body will run fou! of our wagon.” 


HOLLEBEN TALKS OF HIS CASE. 


Says His Departure Was of No Signifi- 
cance Beyond Fact His Health 
Demanded Attention. 


— — 

PARIS, Jan. 22.— Dr. von Holleben, the re- 
tiring ambassador to the United States, who 
arrived here yesterday from Cherbourg, is 
still suffering from his recent illness. He 
will go in a few days to the Riviera. The 
ambassador said today: 

“My departure from Washington was 
quite devoid of significance, except that my 
government had granted me leave of absence 
on account of ill health. I regret that I 
was too {ll at the time of leaving to call per- 
sonally on President Roosevelt and Secre- 
tary Hay. As is well known, I have the 
highest regard and admiration for the presi- 
dent and I shall take an early occasion to as- 
sure him of my regret at my inability to see 
him before leaving. Pleasant personal mes- 
sages were exchanged with Secretary Hay 
on the eve of my Sailing.“ 

Referring to his stay in America, Dr. von 
Holleben said: 

1 count my stay in America as one of 
the most pleasant and most profitable ex- 
periences of my life, for I have seen the 
wonderful energy and colossal development 
of America and the Americans. 

“I have made innumerable friendships and 
to some extent have aided in knitting together 
the bonds between two strong and prosperous 
nations.

LYNCH DEFENSE. 


Irish Leader Who Fought in 
Boer Army Faces Convic- 
tion for Treason. |

LONDON, Jan. 23, 3 a. m.—Col. Lyneh de- 
fended himself against the charge of treason 
today. His counsel argued that a man was 
entitled to become an alien at any time, 
even after the outbreak of war. He referred 
to the war of independence; said there were 
at least 20,000 men of British birth in the 
American mercantile marine. He contend- 
ed that Col. Lynch took up arms in behalf 
of the Transvaal without secrecy and under 
‘the mistaken belief that the naturalization 
act permitted this. In any event, counsel 
added, if the court decided the prisoner was 
a British subject he ought to be tried in 
Australia, where he was born. | 

The court decided that the naturalisation 
act afforded no defense in the present case. 
Naturalization was preceded by taking an 
oath of allegiance to the enemy, which was 
a treasonable action. | 

Lynch’s Plea Unevailing. 

The plea for Lynch did not tack ingenuity, 
but the attorney general by close construc- 
tion of the naturalization laws found it easy 
to reply, and the lord chief justice was not- 
impressed with the readiness with which. 
Lynch resumed British citizenship in be- 
coming a candidate for Galway, showing 
that he had not taken a serious view of the 
naturalization process of the Transvaal. 

Col. Lynch maintained an impassive at- 
titude throughout the legal arguments. He 
was neitifer pale nor nervous, although his 
conviction seemed inevitable, and the only 
penalty for treason for which precedent 
could be found in the law books was death. 
His Irish sympathizers were not alarmed. 
They asserted that the trial was a sequel to 
the Galway election, which carried Lynch 
Into politics, and that conviction would be 
followed by an act of royal clemency because

1S KILLED FOR 60 


G. J. JORDAN SHOT DURING ROW 
OVER DISPUTED BILL. 


His Slayer Is Charles Wendt and the 

Affray Took Place in the Latter’s 
Saloon at 600 Lincoln Avenue, 
Where Victim Had Gone to Settle 
Liquer Bill—Prisoner Says Customer 
Threatened Trouble end He Pre- 
pared for It. 
_ George J. Jordan, a sewing machine agent 
living at 419 Racine avenue, was shot and 
fatally wounded last evening while in the 
saloon of Charles Wendt, 609 Lincoln avenue. 

e proprietor, who for fifteen years was a 
member of the city police department, did 
the shooting. Jordan died at midnight. 

Jordan had been acquainted with the sa- 
loonkeeper for many years, and they were 
close friends. For months Jordan had vis- 
ited the place daily and had secured drinks 
on credit, settling twice a month. He re- 
ceived his salary yesterday and at 7 p. m. 
went to the saloon and asked the amount of 
his indebtedness for the last two weeks. An 
item of 60 cents was disputed by Jordan, and 
after a brief argument an encounter was pre- 
vented by bystanders. 

The saloonkeeper asserts that Jordan de- 
parted, threatening to return and settle the 
affair with a revolver. His own weapon, 
usually kept in a rear drawer, was placed 
on the back bar in anticipation of further 
trouble. 

A few minutes before 10 o'clock Jordan re- 
entered the place. Producing the amount said 
to be due, he placed it on the bar, declaring 
his intention of paying it, even though i was 
exorbitant 

This was said in a loud voice, to which 
Wendt objected. The saloonman ran behind 
the bar, secured his revolver, and turned to 
confront Jordan, who was advancing toward 
him with a gun in his hand. 

Wendt fired one shot and the salesman fell 
to the floor. The proprietor immediately ran 
to his living apartments in the rear of the 
galoon, where he was arrested by the police. 

Jordan was shot in the left temple, the bul- 
Jet penetrating the brain. He was 35 years 
old and married. When the police examined 
his revolver it was found to be not loaded. 


THREE HELD FOR MURDER 
OF A S@UTH BEND GROCER. 


Two of the Prisoners Said to Have Con- 
fessed Their Part in Killing Aged 


Man.While Trying to Rob His Store. 


Three men accused of the murder of John 
M. Koonsman, an aged grocer at South 
Bend, Ind., were captured in this city yes- 
terday. Two of them, according to the po- 
lice, have confessed complicity in the crime. 

Joseph E. Mallory, George Rankin, and 
George Sherman are the prisoners. The 
murder with which they are charged was 
committed on Dec. 13 last during an attempt 
to rob the Koonsman store. The victim fell 
with two bullet wounds in his body and died 
almost instantly. 

The police say that Rankin, who is colored, 
and Sherman, who fs 19 years old, admitted 
their part in the murder. The South Bénd 
authorities have been notified. The arrests 
were made by Harrison street detectives. 


CLEW TO MURDER MYSTERY: 


PARK VICTIM IS IDENTIFIED. | 


Man Who Was Stabbed to Death Was 
Joseph Dugo end the Police Suspect 
Agents of the Mafia. 


Nine days after he was stabbed to death in 
Jackson park, the body of the Italian whose 
identity had baffled the police, was recog- 
nized yesterday as that of Joseph Dugo, who 
until the day of the murder had lived at 110 
Milton avenue. The identification, which 
was positive, was made by two cousins with 
whom Dugo lived. 

While the identification throws no direct 
light on who committed the murder it gives 
the police the first tangible clew on which to 
work. They still suspect agents of the mafia 
or some other secret society. 

Dugo, his relatives say, was a section hand.

Horace Howard Asphyziated by Gas

President John Mitchell of the United Mine- 
workers of America today gave his explana- 
tion of the present coal famine to the in- 
vestigating committee of the Indiana legis- 
lature, of which Gov. Durbin is chairman. 
He denied emphatically there is a combina- 
tion to keep up prices, and asserted that 
the present stringency is due to natural 


causes, 7 
His testimony 1 largely infivence the 
legislative report. it was asserted by 


one of the members of the committee. will 
clear the operators and failroads of any 
blame so far as Indiana is concerned. 

“TI have been so absorbed with the situa- 
tion of the mineworkers in the east, said 
President Mitchell to the committee, that 


with the central states. It is therefore pos- 
sible that many features of the situation 
here are not known to me, but I believe I 
have a general knowledge.” 

What do you believe is the cause of the 
present trouble? he was asked. 

I attribute it to two causes, he replied. 
The first is the reduction of 2,200,000 tons 
of coal from the output of Pennsylvania. 
West Virginia, and Virginia. Much of this 
usually came west, but since the mines re- 
opened all has been going east. 

“The second cause lies in the fact that 
1902 was an extraordinary year. Mills and 
factories were running full time, and many 
new ones have been built. This caused an 
exceptional demand. 


Railroads Lack Equipment. 

“ The railroads have not got equipment 
to handle the coal. They are unable to se- 
cure engines and cars as rapidly as the old 
ones wear out. It is impossible to keep 
up with the growing demands.“ 

One of the senators then asked whether 
the miners were doing their full duty. Pres- 
ident Mitchell asserted the miners were not 
delinquent. 

Are the operators attempting to relieve 
the situation?’ was asked. 

The operators are doing what they can,” 
was President Mitchell's response. They 
are working as hard as possible, and if they 
could get transportation would do more.“ 


Doubts Existence of Combines. 


Do you belfeve there is a combination?” 
was asked. | 
“IT have not heard of any combination 
betweem the railréad companies and the 
operators, and I do not believe there is any 
and never have.” 

An attempt to get the union to adopt a 
proposition advocating the governmental 
ownership of the mines, introduced by a 
Pennsyivapia local, was referred back to 
committee. | 

The Iowa locals brought up a resolution 
asking for the establishment of codperative 
stores. This was opposed by W. D. Ryan, 
secretary of the Illinois miners, and he won 
his fight. He also opposed the adoption of a 
resolution favoring the initiative and refer- 
endum on the ground that a miners’ con- 
vention had no business taking up such 
matters. He was again successful. 


. Opposed to Incorporation. 
The convention closed its sessions for the 
day with adoption of a resotution declaring 
that the union should not incorporate, and 
@ speech from President Lynch of the typo- 
graphical union. He appeared on the plat- 
form to prevent a threatened boycott of one 
of the Indianapolis papers. ‘ 
A special committee reported a resolution, 
which was adopted, thanking the public for 
its contributions of money to the strike 
fund. The resolution says it is impossible 
to thank each donor in person, but it wishes 
all to understand that the aid givenis heart- 
ily appreciated. 


SHORTAGE CHARGED TO UNION. 


Lawyers Say Coal Miners Are Not Obey- 
ing Mitchel. Recent Request 
for Extra Efforts. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 22.—The responsi- 
bility for the apparent shortage of anthra- 
cite was charged to the miners by lawyers 
for coal companies before the strike com- 
mission today. It was claimed the miners 
are not obeying President Mitchell's request 
to make extra efforts to produce more coal 
to relieve the situation. 

James H. Torrey and Everett Warren, both 
of Scranton, who represent several of the 
large companies, challenged the correctness 
of Mr. Mitchell's statement that 3.000 men 
are idle and ready to go to work. C. S. Dar- 
row, for the miners, replied that he would 
show that it was the operators and not the 
men who were responsible for the shortage 
in the production. 3 

“Tf I don't.“ he said. I will ask the com- 
mission to find against us.“ 

The Lehigh Valley Coal company closed its 
case today, and the Lehigh and Wilkesbarre 
company consumed a few hours in present- 
ing its evidence. This company closed short-

The resolution. was presented by Repre- 
sentative Foss, chairman of the committee, 
who acted by direction of the committee 
after it had been placed in possession of the 
statement made by Mr. Lessler before the 
subcormmittee yesterday. The committee did 
not lose any time in takiag up the matter 
and began its work this afternoon. At the 
meeting it was decided to summon ex-Repre- 
sentative Quigg. Deblin, McCullagh, and

Offer of $5,000 Substantiated. 


It is understood Mr. Léssler’s statement 
in regard to the offer of a bribe of $5,000 for 
his favorable vote on the proposition te 
purchase a number of Holland submarine 
torpedo boats was substantiated by his sec- 


retary, who is said to have been present 


when the alleged bribe was offered, as well 
as the attempt to intimidate him. Accord- 
ing to a statement from an authentic source 
Mr. Lessier informed the subcommittée yes- 
terday that a man named Doblin, a deputy 
superintendent of elections in New York, 
was the person he accused of making the 
proposition to pay $5,000 for his vote. 

Doblin, Mr. Lessier asserted, claimed to 
represent Lemuel Eli Quigg in the transac- 
tion. Doblin made it plain to Lessiler that 
if the latter should vote in the committee 
to purchase a certain number of boats of 
the Holland type it would de worth $5,000 

The New York congressman said further 
he had ‘talked with Quigg later upon the 
subject of submarine boats, and while Quigg 
spoke in favor of the Holland boats ahd 
hoped that Lessler would vote to buy some 
more of them, nothing was said about an 
offer of money. 85 

Lessier intimated the republican organiza- 
tioh of New York, or at least certain leading 
members of it, sought to influence his vote 
in favor of the Holland boats. Other infiu- 
ences were brought to bear upon the rep- 
resentative. A handsome young woman, to 
whose charms it was believed Mr. 
would fall a victim, was used in an effort 
to fnfluence his vote. She did not say. she 
was, authorized to make him an offer, but 
urged him to use his best efforts towards 
purchasing boats of the Holland type. 


Doblin Admits Making Offer. 


Mr. Doblin appeared before the subcom- 
mittee-yesterday and it is sald made a full 
confession of his part in the transaction. 
He told the committee that at Mr. Quigg 
request he had gone to Lessler, whom he 
knew well, and undertook to induce him to 
vote as Quigg requested. Doblin said Quigg 
told him there was $6,000 in ft, $1,000 for 
himself, if he succeeded in influencing Less- 
lers vote and $5,000 for Lessler. Quigg 
was asked by Doblin what interest he had 
in the Holland boats. Quigg replied that he 
had no pecuniary interest in the proposition 
or the company, but that he wished to do a 
favor for a friend who had at oné time as- 
sisted him. : 

Doblin said that friend was a Gen. Hunter 
or Hunton, he could not remember which. 
Doblin also stated he approathed Lessler in 


December and made the proposition, but was 


unable to get any satisfaction or a promise 
that he would vote as desired. | 
Lessler, in a statement, said the talk with 
Doblin when the money proposition was 
made took place in New York in November, 
instead of December, asclaimed. After Dob- 
lin had seen Lessler, the latter declared he 
met Quigg, who at once began talking about 
the great advantages of the Holland tor- 
pedo boats, Lesster, according to his state- 
ment, told Quigg “ that money would cut no 
figure with him.“ This statement was made 
before a bribe could be offered by Quigg, 
according to Lessler. Quigg said nothing 
about money. Doblin. was the only person 
who made 
bribery. 


Quigg Said Nothing of Money. 

Quigg talked at some length, however} with 
Lessler as to the value the torpedo boats 
and hoped that.Lessler would vote for the 
proposition. The latter made no promises. 

It ts believed that Gen. Hunter or Hunton, 
whose name Doblin could not remember, is 
ex-Senator Eppa Hunton of Warrenton, Va. 
counsel of the Holland company. Doblin 
understood from Quigg the man mentioned 
was a lawyer interested in the company. 

The committee will not restrict its inquiry 
to the charges made by Lessler if in its in- 
vestigation it is found that other unwar- 
ranted influences have been used in connec- 
tion with the matter. ?’ 


Quigg Is Silent, Sterts for Capital. 


New York, Jan. 22.—{Special. }—Ex-Con- 
gressman L. E. Quigg started for Washing 
ton at midnight on the request of Chairman 
Foss of the naval committee. A telephone 
message to Mr. Quigg’s house brought a 
response from James J. McEvilly, vnd repre- 
sented Mr, Quigg.

He recommends a simple educa- 
tional test for children between ages of 14 


and 16 before they are permitted to work. 


It would be best to require them to read at 
‘sight and write legible, simple sentences in 
‘the English language. The literacy pre- 
vailing among the child laborers in the 
‘sweatshops makes it essential that some law 
be passed which will enable them to receive 
an elementary education. 


Children Who Work Nights. 
, Inspector Davies also makes the following 
recommendations: 
“An act to prevent the employment of 
minors under the age of 16 between the hours 
of 10 p. m. and 6 a. m., thereby doing away 
with night work for children and young

HOUSE LEADERS MEET DEFEAT. 


Philippine Coinage Bill Rejected and 
Substitute Mee sure of Minority 
Is Passed. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 22.—The house 
Iwaders met defeat today when the house by 
a vote of 146 to 128 rejected the Philippine 
coinage bill of the insular affairs committee 
and adopted the substitute of the minority. 

The insular committee includes the chair- 

men of the most powerful committees of 
the house—Mr. Cannon of the appropriations, 
Mr. Hitt of foreign affairs, Mr. Payne of 
Ways and means, Mr. Hepburn of interstate 
commerce, and Mr. Tawney of the commit- 
tee on expositions. They reported a bill to 
establish the gold standard in the islands 
and to authorize the coinage of silver pesos 
of 416 grains, to be made legal tender at the 
rate of 2 pesos for one gold dollar. 

— 

Leaders Make Good Fight, 

The majority members fought for their 
bill, but twenty-eight republicans on the final 
vote, under the lead of Mr. Hill of Connecti- 
cut, Mr. Fowler of New Jersey, and Mr. 
McCall of Massachusetts, joined the demo- 
crates and carried the substitute. The fact 
that Secretary Shaw and other officials were 
quoted on the floor as fa doring the substitute 
aided in the overthrow of the committee bill. 
Their opinions set against those of Gov. Taft 

and the Philippine commission. 

The substitute passed provides that the 
lawful money of the United States shall be 
a legal tender in the Philippines and de- 
clares the coinage laws of the United States 
to be in full force there. It provides for the 
redemption of the Mexican and Spanish sil- 
ver, not including any Mexican pesos im- 
ported into the islands after March 15, 1903, 
at their bullion value as declared from time 
to time by the Philippine commission, the 
silver coin authorized by the Philippine gov- 
ernment act to be redeemed at the pape of 
two pesos for $1 of United States currency.

Philippine legislation wi furthered today 
by the house,adopting a bill extending the 
coinage system of the United States to the 
Philippine islands. The democrats, under 
the leadership of Representative Jones of 
Virginia, acting in concert with about twen- 
ty-five republicans, scored a decided victory 
over the republican house leaders by substi- 
tuting the democratic méasure for the one 
proposed by the Philippine committee. 

The committee bill provided for a sep- 
arate coinage system in the islands, while 
the democratic measure simply extends the 
system in use in this country to the islands. 
For the purpose of retiring the silver coin- 
age of the Philippines and substituting that 
of the United States, the secretary of the 
treasury is authorized to redeem all Mexi- 
can pesos now in use in the islands and 
the silver pesos and subsidiary silver coins 
issued by the Spanish government. 

Mexican silver pesos imported into the 
Philippines after March 15 next will be re- 
deemed at the rate of. two pesos for $1 of

SECTION 2—Swearing to — — 
report is held perjury, and any person - 
ingly preparing any such false report is 
deemed guilty of subernation of perjury. 

SECTION 8—The commission shall pub- 
lish on or before the ist day of June in each 
year a list of all corporations making re- 
turns, with an abstract of the returns for 
free distribution under the direction of the 
commission. 

SECTION rue judicial power of the com- 
mission is defined with the following pro- 
vision: Any person who shall neglect or 
refuse to make returns, attend and testify or 
answer any lawful inquiry herein betore 
provided for, or produce books, papers, con- 
tracts, agreements, and documents, if in his 
custody, control, or power to do so, in 
obedience to the subpoenas or lawful require- 
ments of the commission, shall be deemed

| SECTION 8— That in all prosecutions, 
hearings, and proceedings under the pro- 
visions of this act and under the provisions 
of ‘An act to protect trade and commerce 
against unlawful restraints and monopolies,’ 
approved July 2, 1890, whether civil or crim- 
inal, no person shall be excused from at- 
tending and testfying, or from producing

Union League club members found much 
to discuss yesterday in Edgar A. Bancroft's 
reply to the attack on his anti-expansion " 
beliefs by those who oppose his election to 
the club presidency. There were those who 
declared the speeches of a few years ago 
were a dead issue; and there were others 
who declared loyalty was the first essential 
in a club's president. 


Opposition to Bancroft. 


Such a member sent to Tun TRIBUNE yes- 
terday the following letter setting forth the 
opposition to Mr. Bancroft: 

“Union League club, Chicago, Jan. 22.— 
[Editor of The Tribune]—Your article this 
morning, ‘ Imperialism . Stirs Club,’ is ex- 
actly right. None of us opposes Mr. Ban- 
croft on personal grounds, but simply be- 
cause his ideas of loyalty and sentiments 
do not square with the ideas of the club. 
He is not in line with the articles of asso- 
ciation,’ which state the conditions of mem- 
bership shall be ‘absolute and unqualified 
loyalty to the government of the United 
States,’ to encourage unconditional loyalty 
to the federal government,’ etc. 

Mr. Bancroft’s explanation this morning 
confirms exactly the contentions of his op- 
ponents. He says, ‘My criticism four years 
ago was the lack of definite policy on the 
part of the government.’ Four years ago, 
when our army was in the field and the navy 
was on the deep. and our good president was 
spending sleepless nights trying to solve the 
problems, trying to reach a definite policy,’ 
Mr. Bancroft stood with the J. Edward 
Atkinsons of the country and devoted his 
time and talents. to bitter criticisms and 
fault findings—did all his ability permitted 


him to do against Mr. Mekinley's trying to 


find’ a proper solution of the great questions 


and arriving at some ‘ definite policy which 


would be permanently just to all. 
Mr. Bancroft now says he stands with 
the administration. Yes, it is easy to go 


with the winning side after success is in the 


past and not in the uncertainty of the fu- 
ture; and now that an office is in sight, it 
is the proper caper to subscribe ‘ uncondi- 
tional loyalty to the federal government.’ 

Mr. Bancroft seems to lay great stress 
on the fact that he ought not to be con- 
demned because the club has asked Mr. Hoar 
for Feb. 22. Weare not aware that Senator 
Hoar went so far in his policy that he was 
against our army after it was in the field, or 
that he voted against supplies or did any- 
thing to disgrace the boys in blue. Senator 
Hoar sustained the government in all vital 
places. But aside from the opposition to 
Mr. Bancroft’s queer loyalty ideas, many 
of the members think it the time to change 
from lawyer president to a business man 
executive, especially this year, when we are 
thinking of spending $1,500,000 for a site and 
a new clubhouse.

CARRIERS TO BE 


" ACTIVE LABOR FACTOR. 


Vessel Owners on Great Lakes Reorgan- 
ize That They May Deal with Em- 
ployes Contract. 


Detroit, Mich., Jan. 
two executive sessions the Lake Carriers’ 
association adopted a plan of reorganization 
and incorporation this afternoon which will 
make it an active factor in dealing with labor 
troubles on the lakes. 

The steel trust did not figure in the action. 
Capt. Dennis Sullivan of Chicago, who is 
local agent for the trust boats, was the only 
representative in the meeting, and it is said 
he refrained from voting. The steel trust has 
had its own methods in dealing with labor, 
and for this reason vessel men believe it will 
not take any part in the new order of things. 

The association will organize under the 


laws of West Virginia, with a capital stock 


of $20,000. Members will be entitled to one 
share of stock for every hundred net tons 
they enroll. The stock will be valued at $1 
per share. The headquarters of the associa- 
tion will be located at Detroit, and the agree- 
ment to incorporate says that the object and 
purposes of the incorporation are: 

To establish and maintain shipping offices 
for the convénient securing of seamen for 
vessels on the great lakes; to establish and 
maintain and procure the establishment and 
maintenance of aids to navigation; to improve 
and secure the improvement of channels, 
docks, wharves, loading and unloading and 
terminal facilities; to establish and maintain 
by contract or otherwise such amicable re: 
lations between employer and employed as 
will avoid lockouts or strikes; to provide as 
far as may be for the prompt and amicable 
adjustment of matters affecting shipbing and 
the interests of vessel owners of the great 
lakes.“ 

The annual meetings of the stockholders 
will be held the second Thursday of January 
in each year. and at that time a board of 
directors will be elected, who will manage 
the business of the association. The board 
of directors will elect the president and vice 
president of the association to serve one 
year. All contracts made by the board of 
directors shall be terminable in one year.

But the United States 
clearly and firmly declared that the integrity 
of the Chinese empire must be maintained, 
and ‘through its unselfish position, its moral 
influence, and its lofty representation it staid 
and stopped the proposed division. 


Means Much for Commerce. 

“No man can fully estimat® and value 
the importance of that great act. The di- 
vision of China and the appropriation of 
its different parts by the great powers of 
Europe should have meant their control of 
the trade of their respective sections. When 
the United States stopped that division and 
insisted upon the open door, it kept the 
growing and incalculable trade of China 
for the world’s competition. 

“We had just reached the stage of na- 
tional development where we needed to ad- 
vertise our position and capabilities to all 
nations. We had just achieved industrial 
supremacy. We had become the foremost 
manufacturing nation, as we had already 
been the foremost agricultural nation. Our 
production had outrun our consumption. 
We had a surplus to dispose of which must 
seek the markets of the world. 

“In 1808 for the first time in our history 
our manufactured exports exceeded our man- 
ufactured imports. That showed that we 
had passed the turning point; that we had 
gained full possession of the home market; 
that we were ready to go out into the for- 
eign markets; and that we must do so or 
put a limit on our production. 

Moral Influence Great. 

“ But our moral influence is equal to our 
material strength. The great powers of Eu- 
rope are engaged in a rivalry of contention 
as to which is the best friend of the United 
States. England and Germany combined 
against Venezuela, but both declared before 


they began that they would enter upon no. 


violation of the Monroe doctrine. 

The United States speaks out for arbitra- 
tion, and they both respect her voice and 
accept her will. Our state department pro- 
tests to the signatories of the Berlin treaty 
against the oppressions of Roumania, and 
our remonstrance is heeded, and the ameli- 
oration of her proscriptive laws already be- 
gins. We remonstrate against too severe 
an indemnity from China and the allied 
powers are constrained to moderate their 
terms. 

“We stand for moral right; we stand for 
magnanimity; we stand for justice among 
the nations; and the righteous influence 
of our position makes itself felt . 
the world.“

Ex-Mayor Rose Tells Res] Estate Board 
Such Limitrtions on Municipali- 
ties Are Relics of Monarchies.

It 
strikes at the root of republican principles. 
In the oM days the charter was granted 
from the king, and today the charter is not 
less obnoxious though it is derived from 
the new sovereign, the state. 

“Let the people of Chicago decide their 
own traction question. The country mem- 
bers of the legislature have neither the 
knowledge nor the interest which entitles 
them to say at you shall have. They are 
unfamiliar h the conditions in the city, 
and they may grant a franchise repuenant 
to your interests and you have nothing to 
Say.

ABOLISH THE $5,000 LIMIT. 
Fifty years ago next month the IIlinois 
legislature liberalized the common law by 
permitting damages to be recovered for the 
benefit of the widow and next of kin where 
the death of a person had been caused by 
the wrongful act, neglect, or default of an- 
other. When the legislature made this de- 
sirable change in the law it provided that 
the “fair and just compensation for the 
pecuniary injuries to the family of the de- 
ceased should not exceed $5,000. That 
limitation on the damages which a jury may 
award has remained unchanged to this day. 
Half a century ago $5,000 was a large 
sum. It earned for its owner when he loaned 
it more than ‘twice as much as it will 
today. A merchant who had made $50,000 
then was considered to have accumulated 
a fortune and to be in a position where 
he could afford to retire from business. ° 
The average earning power of the man 
who works with his head or his hands 
his value to the family of which he is 
the mainstay—is far greater today than 
it was half a century ago, For that reason 
verdicts in suits to recover damages for 
personal injuries which do not result in 
death are so much larger tham they were. 
There are cases where $5,000 is ample com- 
pensation in case of death. It may more 
than make up to the recipients the loss oc- 
casioned by the death, but in an increasing 
number of casesitdoesnoh | 
A bill has been introduced to raise the 
limit from $5,000 to $15,000.

“PREMIUMS ON CHILD MURDER. 

‘A bill has beem introduced in the Michigan 
Nous of representatives prohibiting the in- 
‘gurance of the lives of children under 10 
years of age for more than fifteen dollars. 
Tho bill is the outcome of statements made 
by Detroit physicians who say that the in- 
-purance of children for greater sums has led 
te wholesale child murder in that city. 

The bill will affect four insurance com- 
panies in Michigan which now makea spe- 
eialty of insuring children. The business is 
regularly and legitimately organized and no 
criminality attaches to the companies, but 
it is claimed that child insurance is an in- 
centive to child murder. It is a form of in- 
suramce which has sprung up im this coun- 
try during the last decade, and of late has 
been hornibly abused, according to the tes- 


timony of physicians. Upon this point, Dr. 


B. R. Thurly, one of the leading physicians 
of Detroit, says: A certain number of 
children are criminally made away with in 
Detroit, as in any other city, annually for 
the sake of the insurance on their lives. 
The medical examination is a farce. The 
scheme is a gigantic gamble in which the 
parent, who holds the life of that child at 
his command, gambles that the child will | 
die, while the company gambles the child 
will live.”

lives of children and then underfed and 


everworked them to death, or, when sick, 
tet them die from neglect. At ꝓresent in 
Michigan it is possible at small outlay to 
insure a child’s life up to $250. That such 
a sum as this may be an incentive to child 
nrurder and to indirect infanticide by neglect 
in sickness is clear enough from examples 
of it cited by physicians in their statements. 
The bill not only should be passed in Michi- 
gan but similar legislation is needed in every 
state where chiki insurance obtains. The

ered it highly discreditable to permit the 
Venezuelans to brag that they had come off 
best. It was deemed necessary to teach 
the Venezuelans that when they are bom- 
“parded by their betters it is an impertinence 
on their part to answer back. They are 
expected to submit meekly, to let the for- 
eign vessels enter their harbors unopposed 
and seize any ships they may find there. 
The honor of the German navy appears to 
have been vindicated. The Venezuelans 
have been punished for their insolence in 
firing on and striking a vessel which was 
bombarding them. Minister Bowen has pre- 
sented to the powers concerned the request 
of the Venezuctan government that the 
blockade be lifted. It is to be hoped that 
they will consent to this before there is more 
artillery practice in Venezuelan waters. If 
by accident a stray Venezuelan shot or shell 
Should sink a German vessel, obviously it

COAL MINERS WANT HIGHER WAGES. 
Consumers of soft coal must not cherish 
the hope that after it ceases to be scarce 
prices will fall back where they were last 


spring. There will, no doubt, be an abund- 
ance of coal next summer, but it will eom- 


mand a good price because the men who 
mine it will be getting higher wages. 


annual address to the united mine workers’ 
convened at Indianapolis that a substantial 
imcrease in wages be demanded. The rec- 
ommendation was not needed. The miners 
had already agreed on their demands. The 
Ohio and West Virginia men ask for a 25 
per cent advance. The miners in the In- 
diana, Llincis, and western Pennsylvania 
districts call for an advance of from 15 to 
20 per cent. Next week the wage committee 
of the miners’ organization will meet repre- 
sentatives of the operators and discuss the 
subject.

The request of the miners for better pay 
is inevitable. They cannot be expected to 
view with unconcern the high prices of coal. 
They believe the operators are making large 
profits and they wish to share the profits, 
It may be that they do not expect to get 
all they. are asking for, and are quite ready 
to compromise on a smaller advance in pay, 
but they are determined to get more during 
the next mining year than they have been 
getting during the one now drawing to a 
chose. The demand for coal is so great that 
the operators will feel that they can lose 
nothing by raising wages, for they will be 


‘able to collect the additional amount from 


the consumers, who are | the real wage 
payers. 

The soft coal liens may as well pre- 
pare themselves to pay more for coal next 
summer than they did last year. That will 
be a serious matter for railroads and manu- 
facturers. The ‘reilroade are putting up 
freight rates and will be able to get along. 
The manufacturers are not always able to 
advance the price of their goods when the 
cost of manufacture increases, and if the 
demands of the miners should be granted 
without abatement the expense of running 
plants will be greatly increased. The manu- 
facturers are aware of this, and they will 
watch with solicitude proceedings of 
the conference between the miners and the 
operators. On its conclusions will Uepend 
to some extent the industrial prosperity of 
the next twelve months Cheap fuel is 
one of the prime conditions of manufactur- 
ing success.

SCIENCE AND CRIME.

ology in connection with the department of 
justice. A bureau of criminology is needed. 
Criminology is a new science but a useful 
one. Cesare Lombroso began it in 1876 with 
his book L’Uomo Delinquente.” Of course 
there were persons who thought, said, and 
wrote things about criminals before Lom- 
broso. No one before Lombroso, however, 
raised the study of criminals to the level of 
other inductive, experiment making, phe- 
nomena observing sciences. Criminology 
now hopes to occupy toward man’s criminal 
nature a position partially analogous to that 
which pathology occupies toward man’s 
physical nature. Pathology concerns itself 
with physical disease. Criminology con- 
cerns itself with a kind of social disease. 
If this generation has learned anything it is 
that social disease must have the same kind 
of study that physical disease has had. 

Of course criminology has certain things 
about it that conduce to laughter. Every 
science has such things if it concerns itself 
with the common phenomena of life and 
gives these phenomena uncommon names. 
Criminologists are in the habit of doing a 
good deal with what they call “ anthropom- 
etry.” “ Anthropometry” means that you 
measure your criminal in every way in which 
measurement can be effected. You take his 
“ bizygomatic diameter.” You discover that 
he has a “ plagycephalic head.“ You map 
out the “ frontal appophyses of his tem- 
poral bone.

FEMALE PRACTICAL JOKERS. 

From time immemorial it has been 
charged against women that they are lack- 
ing in, if not entirely destitute of, a sense of 
humor. The charge has been disputed over 
and over, but it is repeated persistently, even 
though one woman has set herself up as a 
professional humorist and vindicated at 
least one of her sex fromthe reproach. A 
recent occurrence at Stamferd, Conn., now 
demonstrates that a largenumber of women 
in that town have not only a sense of humor 
but dre successful practical jokers. 

There is a cat club at Stamford, and a cat 
club presupposes women, for no man would 
dare to avow himself a member of such an 
organization. The club in question recently 
announced its annual cat show. In connec- 
tion with the show it was given out that the 
members had arranged a mouse baiting con- 
test as one of its features, and, indeed, that 
they had gone so far as to order 2,000 mice 
from New York to be slaughtered for a feline 
holiday. As soon as, the announcement was 
made there was a commotion all over Con- 
necticht. The Rev. Delos Love, president 
of the State Humane society, made an elo- 
quent protest to Mrs. Cummings, president 
of the club, who replied in a good natured 
way and insisted upon their right to kill off 
the 2,000 mice because the mouse is the 
natural prey of the cat,.and, besides, is a 
pest in every house. The Rev. Mr. Love 
then applied to the mayor of Stamford, and 
that functionary, who is husband of one of 
the officers of the club, promised to use all

The news- 
papers, “ as usual,” had made all the trouble 
by wrong statements, but when the club ob- 
served what a tempest was raging over the 
matter it decided to help it on a little, 
which it did most successfully. Now that 
the show is in readiness Mrs. Cummings has 
let the cat out of the bag, and “ begs to 
calm the feelings of all those who mag have 
supposed that the officers and members of 
the cat club are inhuman or would cater to 
a depraved taste.“

Then, too, the 
relations between Marguerite and the king 
and queen are far from being as cordial as 
they were formerly. There have been differ- 
ences between the royal widow and her 
daughter-in-law on the subject of the lat- 
ter’s children, and friction with the king 
about political matters. Marguerite is too 
much devoted to Germany and to the triple 
alliance—of which she was one of the authors 
—to relish her son's leanings towards Rus- 
sia: she is bitterly opposed to the divorce 
measure to which the government stands 
committed, and likewise disappreves of the 
numerous reforms which he has inaugurated 
at court, many of her friends and protégés 
having been dismissed. Finally, she is a 
religious woman, and her piety has become 
still more pronounced since her widowhood. 
She is therefore anxious to make her peace 
with the church, and appreciates that this 
will be difficult as long as she continues to 
frequent at Rome that Quirinal palace which 
is subject to the papal ban, whereas if she 
abandoned the Eternal City and took up her 
residence at Turin she would give no offense 
to the vatican and become just as much an 
honored and revered daughter of the church 
as her widowed sister-in-law, Princess Clo- 
thilde Bonaparte, whose castle of Moncalieri 
is in the vicinity of Turin.

Those interested in archeological explora- 
tion will be sorry to hear that King Victor 
Emmanuel and his government have decided 
to abandon all further attempts to recover 
the galleys of Tiberius from the bottom of 
Lake Nemi, whére they have lain submerged 
for 2,000 years. It may be remembered that 
after fruitless attempts to float these huge 
boats or floating palaces in 1400, in 1536, in 
1827, and 1895, a scheme was submitted to the 
government for recovering the galleys by 
temporarily draining the lake, which is sit- 
vated in the Alban hills. The immense ex- 
pense of this project, the injury to the vil- 
lages on the shgres of the lake, the fact that 
the boats are buried in silt and mud, and the 
certainty that if recovered they will within 
the space of three or four years be disinte- 
grated and destroyed by atmospheric influ- 
ences—the fate of the fragments and relics 
recovered by divers in 1895—have decided the 
king and government to abandon the scheme 
and to determine that no further attempts 
shall be made to recover or disturb the gal- 
leys of Tiberius.

King Alfonso XIII. has offered a dukedom 
to the daughter of the late Sefior Sagasta, 
for so many years the premier and leading 
statesman in Spain. This daughter is the 
only surviving child of old Sagasta, whose

SAYS COT RATES ARE JUS? 


STICKNEY MAKES LONG ARGU- 


MENT FOR GREAT WESTERN. 


President of Railway That Reduced 
Charges on Packing House Products 
Defends His Action and Asks for a 
Readjustment of the Live Stock 


Schedule—Sabmits Pamphiet Which 


Takes Him Three Hours to Read 


Chicage as a Market. 


President A. B.. Stickney of the Chicago 
N Western railway appeared in the 
stock rate case before the interstate 
commerce commission yesterday with a 
printed document of fifty-eight pages. every 
of which he read, it took him 
m 2 p. m. until 5 p. m. to do 

Mr. Stickney has taken an unusual interest 
in this case, because he feels that the present 


contention was brought about by his action 


last August in making a five year contract 
with the Missouri river packers fixing lower 
rates for carrying packing house 3 
man on live stock. Only one road—the Santa 
reduced the live stock rate from the 
Missouri river to Chicago to 18% cents per 
hundred pounds, the rate made by Mr. Stick- 
ney on packing house products, but all other 
roads, including the Great Western, con- 
tinued to charge the old 26% cent rate from 
the Missouri river. However, they met the 
Santa Fe's rate of 18 cents from points west 
of the Missouri river, thereby making a 
higher rate for a shorter distance than a 
longer one, in direct violation of the long and 
short haul clause of the law. 

Mr. Stickney’s argument yesterday was that 
the rate on live stock ought to be higher than 
on packing house products, as it costs more 
to carry the raw material than the manu- 
factured articles. 


Substance of the Argument. 


“Greater speed Is required m the trans- 


portation of live stock,” he said, and the 
relation of the pay load to the weight of 
the car also must be considered. ae 

“The income from a maximum grain 
train,’ said Mr. Stickney, “ is $2,343.70; from 
a hog train, $1,342.82, and from a train loaded 
with cattie, $1,940.16. 

„ Comparisons show,” he said. “that the 
23% cent rate on hogs is less than a 7% cent 
rate on grain.” 

As a large proportion of live stock orig 
mates west of the packing <5, it would 
be an unjust discrimination, Mr. Stickney 
said, to so adjust railway rates as to pre- 
vent their’ being cut at points west of Chi-

FIRES IN STOCKYARDS\MAY 
CAUSE A HIGHER SCHEOULE. 


Insurance Men Expected to Be Influenced 
by the Recent Blazes in the Packing 


The two losses at the stockyards in the 
Anglo-American plant on Tuesday and the 
Continental yesterday, although small, are 
expected to have an influence on the stock- 
yards schedule, which will be up for final 
action by the Chicago Underwriters’ associa- 
tion today.
